JAFFA, Palestine iCPi-A 
deafening bomb 'explosion in a 
crow’ded vegetable market today k 
killed at least 20 Arabs and 
wounded 74 others. 10 of them 
dangerously, as dawn was break 
Ing In this Biblical city. 

TTte explosion was so lerrific 
the detonation could he heard 
.^learly within s radius of 10 
miles. Police raced to the scene 
and faced an ugly Arab crowd 
seeking revenge. 

The mob attacked Barclay's 
Bank, the Anglo Palestine bank, 
set fire to many shops and 
stoned, waylaid and shot Jewish 
pedestrians who were hurr>ing 
to the all Jewish city of Tel Aviv 
for refuge. 

Ten Jews were taken to hos 
pilals after attacks An automo¬ 
bile belonging to the manager of 
Barclay's Bank was turned over 
and set ablate. * 

The situation became so threat 
ening the police were forced to 
fire on the angry cfowds and 
finally restored a semblance of 
* order with the aid of troops. * 
A strong detachment of sol 
diera hurried to Jaffa from'out¬ 
lying poinis and armored cars 
took positions on the main 
streets. Machine gun posts were 
set up on the border line between 
Jaffa and Tel Aviv. 

PATHETIC AKPECT 
The most pathetic aspect of the 
bombing, similar to the market¬ 
place explosion at Haifa last 
July 16. was that five young boys 
were killed and seven were 
jgravely wounded. 

ImnwdUtely after the explo¬ 
sion authorttlea imposed an In¬ 
definite curfew. 

Troopa dynamited several 
houaes last nifM lb Jenin as pun¬ 
ishment for the slaying of British 
District Commissioner W S. 
Moffstt by an Arab who later 
was shot when he was said to 
have tried to escape from the 
Jenin military camp 
Nearly 300 persons have died 
tn Arab-Jewtsh strife In the Holy 
Land since July 5 when the am¬ 
bushing of a hu's brought a wave 
of rioting and tension. 

Arabs called a general strike 
here after the explosioiv Police 
prepared for more acts of vio¬ 
lence. Troops patrolled the 
streets. 

Meanwhile. st Bethlehem 
British troops and terrorists w^re 
reported In a brisk engagement, 
with British machine guns chat¬ 
tering Incessantly. 

Sir Harold MacMichael. High 
Commissioner for Palestine, de 
creed rigid press restrictions. 
Brief reports of terroristic acts 
may be published but no details 
may be supplied. Officials hoped, 
that, by refraining from elabo¬ 
rate' acrounti, fresh terrorism 
will be discouraged.

Such a car Is described by Dr Herbert 
A. Toops of trade test and Intelligence test 
fame, and Pr, S Edaon Haven of Wayne 
l?nlversily. These scientUts are the authors 
of a new book on “Psychology of the' Motor¬ 
ist." They conclude that* 

*1116 controls of a car should respond as 
quickly and sa readily for the weak person 
as for4he strong. 

Retractable running hoard* and door 
handles would eliminate many occasions for 
serious injury. 

Greater areas of glass would not only In¬ 
crease visibility, but would rrmox-e the false 
sen.se of security of today’s driver within his 
steel stronghold. For the same reason' re¬ 
moval of the motor from the front of the 
car might Increase caution. 

Lights In the body top. to make the car 
visible sooner when going over the top of a 
hill, a warning light automatically turned on 
when the speed Is Increased beyond the 
danger jiolif. and fingertip repl.acement of 
fuses and headlight hulbs are other safety 
features recommended. 

Bright^sh lights are contk'mned because 
of a tendenK’ In attract the eye*, drawing 
them from the road or fatiguing the eye 
muscles and ner^-es and inducing sleep. 

And finally, both Interior and exterior 
should be so modified In design a* to cause 
the least possible injury to the human body 
in case all precautions fail and the crash 
do<*s occur.

bualneas In Kelowna >'esterday the 
Biitlah Columbia Liberal Association went 
on record as unanimously in favor of the 
construction of what is now internationally 
known as the Alaska Highway. Before tak¬ 
ing the vote cm the formal resolution ITlme 
Minister PattuUo described all the negotia¬ 
tions he had carried on at Ottawa and Wash¬ 
ington. outlined the Intricate mechanics of 
financing a joint enterprise of such magni¬ 
tude, and removed a few minor misgivings 
which may have existed in some minds In 
connection with the administration of the 
‘project In Its finished state. As Is generally 
understood, of course, the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment wlU have to concur In any agreement 
whereby the United States might lend money 
to build the highway; but the Ib-ime Min- 
later emphatically repeated that our neigh¬ 
bors on the aouth would have no more con¬ 
trol over the road than the purchaser of a 
British Columbia bond had in the govern¬ 
ment of the province. 

It was all to the good that«r>r J J Gillis, 
member of the Legislature for Yale, should 
Introduce the argument that the people of 
his riding continue to clamor for the com¬ 
pletion of the tranaprovind.l1 highw*ay. To 
this the Prime Minister replied that it was 
not Intended that the Alaska road should in¬ 
terfere with any other road projecti of the 
province, but rather that it should be con 
aidered unreservedly as an additinniU pro¬ 
ject with a definite prospt-rt of relief of un 
emplo>'roent. aincr It would involve a demand 
for the labor of bctwt'tm 1.000 and 2,00i) single 
idle men over a period of five years. 'This 
discussion, by tlw* way. was complementary 
to the equally enthusiastic passage ot a reso¬ 
lution “commending improvements and ex¬ 
tensions already made in road and bridge 
construction through the province, urging a 
program to complete all main and primary 
highways and improve subtidlar>' roads, and 
continue aaalstance In building mining roads 
and traUa." 

We have said In these columns several 
times that this Alaska Highway pro)ect Is 
altogether too Important for the future pro¬ 
gress and economic well being of Bnilsh Co¬ 
lumbia to be dragged Into the back alle>s 
of party poHIks. There are those who try 
to find something sinister in it because it 
la an undertaking which can be earned 
through only by the whole hearted coopera¬ 
tion of our friends on the other si<1e of the 
loiiy-nlnth parallel. We believe this inter 
national road-building project will be first 
clasa buslneaa under many heads for both 
Canada and the United States.

In the further development of Ihi. coun- 
try agricultural, mining and Industrial with 
the Invaluable aid of abundant hydroelectric 1 
power-, there will be much employment, 
which must be available first of all to our 
own, peopie. There la urgent need of the 
benefit of Ihal development at the present 
time, with our army of Idle men. In the 
future, It should employ all our own people. 
Including the natural Increase In populallun.' 
It remadna then to be seen howr many addi¬ 
tional people Canada, can accommodate. 

Naturally we think of land settlement, 
but recent Investigations show that suitable 
land la not available for the vast Increase In 
agricultural population that we formerly ex¬ 
pected, though there la room for a very con- 
liderable Increase.

It la a common sight 
to see a gull pick up a clam from the shore 
and fly overhead with It. drop It to the racks 
below, and then swoop to pidi up the flesh 
from the cracked shell. But hers, as ths 
novelist wouM put It, Fate, la the riiape ot 
a sUly stmttlnf crow.

The attack was made by Ueut.* i 
Col. George A. in an article | 
in Maclean's magaane. Charging 
the Inglls Company Is a *Sr|iiual ^ 
monojwly engaged In the public I 
service and supported by public | 
funds,** CoL Drew demanded that 
there be **no secrets and no mys- 
tery,** and adds: **The urgent 
need of the nation must not pro -1 
vide the opportunity for large | 
profits to friends of any govern- i 
ment.** | 

A reply to the article was Is¬ 
sued In Ottawa by the Defence 
Department under the authority , 
of the minister. In Kelowna. B.C., 
Mr. Mackenzie later termed Col.' 
Drew'’i atatements "wild, lire- 
‘aponalble.** and declared when 
such statements are ma<le "there 
should be tome Investigation. 
IVYBonally. I should like to see 
the strictest Inquiry into all such 
statements.** 

MAXIMt’M PROITTS 

*rhe statement issued here de¬ 
clared the contract, awarrh'd last 
March, w^ for S6,500.0iX), with 
a maximum profit permitted In 
the Canadian share of the eon 
tract of 1267,000. 'The Inglis 
Company was to pnxluce 7.000 
machine guns for Canada and 
5.000 for Great Britain on a cost j 
plus 10 per cent basis. I 

Tlili was a denial of Col. Drew's 
statement that the total cost of 
the guns was eApected to h«* S>t.- 
OOO.OnO and f^at the maximum 
profit permitted was $-W)7.000. 

Mr, Mackenzie's Ottawa state¬ 
ment recalled that in the House 
of Commons la.st February he 
suggested alt Defence I>»’part 
ment contracts be referred to the 
public accounts commliti'c (or 
examination. Hii statement said 
that "the article makes many 
statements whkh are not facts 
and by misapplication cif facts 
may cause readers to draw false 
conclusions.**

Hugh Plaxton. youthful Liberal 
member of Parliament for Tor 
onto 'Trinity who was*mentioned 
tn the Drew article, said In Tor 
onto.
